illery. The marines, numbering 1000, 
will also be withdrawn from Chinese 
oil and be returned to their ships. 


Chaffee's Instructions.

Sheixundoah, Pa., Sept. 25.—The rank* 


of the striking mine workers were con- 
siderably augmented yesterday in this re- 
gion, and although the employees of the; 
various collieries were promised ample 
protection, but few of them showed a dte- 
pogition to resume work. In fact at only 
one colliery in the immediate vicinity of 
this town did sufficient ineu report to per- 
mit operations. This was the Cambridge 
colliery, owned by James McGinnis & 
Co., which gives employment to 140 men. 
Of this number 130 arc said to have 
worked yesterday. 


All of the Philadelphia and Heading 


collieries about Shenandoah, the collier- 
ies in the Ellungowau and Gilberton nnd 
St. Nicholas districts, the William Penn 
tuid all the mines at Mahanoy City ami 
nil the Packer collieries operated by the 
Lchigh Valley Coal company are idle. 
The Girardville and Gilberton collieries, 
which worked Saturday, did not resume. 
The only colliery that worked in Schuyl- 
klH county east of Bheuandoah wus the 
Park Place. Those iu operation between 
Sbenundofih and Mount Carmel were the 
Potts nud the Bnst in the Ashland dis- 
trict, the Preston Xo. 3 at (Jirardvllle 
lind the Locust Spring at Locust Gup. 


Their were uo attempts at violence at 


uny time during the day. Several miners 
were Intercepted by strikers on. tbeir way 
to the Cambridge colliery, but they suf- 
fered no Injury. Last night at closing 
time a ciowd of strikers assembled hi the 
vlolnitj of the same mine, but were dis- 
persed by the provost guard.

Windstorm 
Hit* 
Morrl*-

Farlbnult, Minn., Sept. 25.—Word was 


received here last night that a tornado 
struck Morrlstown at 
t> o'clock. Eight 


men were killed, and a large number 
more are missing., The report is meager. 


1'he storui came without warning upon 


the citizens of Morristown frohi a south- 
westerly direction, passing over to the 
northeast. The length of Its path in the 
village was less than half a mile, but o^iv- 
Ing to IU peculiar action the distress 
and damage resulting were nut us great 
as they might have been. 
The storm 


made jumps of one block, but whenever 
it, t lime down every thing was crumbled { 
bj the power of the wind. 


The barn belonging to Dr. Dargabcl. 


wh'ich is on the outskirts of the village, 
was the first structure destroyed, and 
this was one of the strange features of 
the storm. 
The barn was picked up 


and carried a block, leaving the fioor 
uninjured with two horses standing on 
it. 
The building was crushed. 
From 


here the storm jumped a block to the 
saloon of Paul Gatske. Before reaching 
the Gatske saloon there Is a two fctory 
building which was left untouched. 


All the people killed nnd Injured in 


Morristown were in the saloon, having 
hurriedly taken refuge there when the 
storm wus Been on the outskirts of the 
village. 
There were 10 people in the 


structure at the time the storm struck. 
The building was raised from its founda- 
tion nnd crushed like an eggshell. Be- 
fore the building fell three people man- 
aged to oxcupe. but the other 13 are 
found In tho lists of dead and injured. 
After leaving the saloon the st-n-m cross- 
ed the sticct and destroyed the barn of 
J. P. Temple nnd took the roof fronrtho 
bin n of W. M. Bigolin. It then crossed 
the Cannon river and destroyed tho barn 
of Adiitn Mnyder, killing several hogs.

The liver has been rising ^ery rapidly 


4it Austin since 4 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, and reports from Goluthwuite say 
the water is still rising there. The -water 
at that point wa« reported to be 58 feet 
at dark. Along the Colorado watersheds 
very heavy rains have fallui during the 
past four days, and the rise reported com- 
ing down now is 20 feet higher than the 
one that broke the Austin dam and 
wrecked the city's light and power plant 
last April. It is expected that the ud- 
•\ancc of this great tise will sweep by 
Austin about midnight, and all parties in 
the lowlands to the south of the city and 
all points reached by either telegraph or 
telephone were communicated with by 
the governor with the warning to escape 
before the flood arrives.

as she had won the draft on Louis got to

One nijjht when things were coming her 
ray she bet a sum equal to $200,000 on

There 'came a New 


f-ear's night when madame lost nearly 
1900,000 at hoca, and on another night 
she raised her losses to $1,000,000. 


Crossing the clyiimel, the most famous 


woman gambler of England was Nell 


wjnn. the favorite of Charles II. 
In 


jne year her losses were $300,000, which 
ho king paid. His-last words as he lay 
n his dying bed are historic, "Don't lej: 
>oor Noll starve." But "poor Nell," as 
ong as the game was fierce, could look 
onj for herself pretty well. Such a little 
oss as that of $23,000 to her rival, the 
Duchess of Cleveland, was a. mere baga- 
telle to her. 
Still perhaps Charles II 


was right in his solicitude for' "poor 
Nell," for the Duchess of Mazarin died 
n absolute want after she had lost $5,- 
000,000 at the game. 


One may scour American history and

md several years ago he undertook to study 
ihe English language. Two studunts of 
tho Tung Wen college, of which Dr. Mar- 
ijn, an American missionary, was presi- 
dent, were his teachers, nntf he took n 
osson every day tit 1 o'clock. 
At first 


ihey were required to perform the kotow 
in his presence, •which mains that they 
were compelled to conduct their lessons on 
their knees, with their foreheads proved 
to the floor, but the inconvenience of this 
losture was soon realized, uud the emperor 
jave them permission to stand upright in 
ils presence. 


Two teachers instead of ono were selected 


for tho same reason that tho nil ulsters and 
other officials cf the government: always 
wait upon the emperor In pairs. No man 
Is allowed to see him alone. The custom 
bad its origin not only in tho Chinese lave 
of ceremony, but also in suspicion. ' If one 
of the ministers had a private Interview 
with the emperor, he might misrepresent 
affairs to him or make accusations aguinst 
his colleagues, or he might even assault 
tho sacred person. 
Therefore, as a precau- 


tion, tho emperor covet sues any onoaluno, 
and two tutors were sent in order to avoid 
any possibility of improper communica- 
tion. Furthermore, tho constant intrigues 
at the Chinese court require the officials la 
keep close watch of each other. 


The tutors represented that the emperor 


bad ti reinnrkablo memory and learned 
English rapidly. They reported that he 
was able to read and talk English after n 
year or more of instruction, but there is 
no way of corroborating their assertions. 


Tho emperor. is not physically strong, 


and there is a four that he lias constitu- 
tional ailments that will shorten his life. 
So has a physician who has been educated 
in the modern science of medicine', and 
who keeps close watchvot him, although 
be still adheres to the "superstitions, jtmd 
practices of tho ancients. Hcs believoVin 
incantations, conjuring and all that sort 
of thing. Native Chinese doctors nro like 
tho medicine men o~f the Indians — they 
depend a good deal upon charms, amulets, 
concoctions of serpents' tcoth and birds' 
tongues arid other heathenish combina- 
tions.

ing the bluefish are u$ua,lly formed in 
one of two ways. A long and pleasant 
acquaintance may be bas>ed on experi- 
ence at the table. But this, after all, af- 
fords only a limited insight into the sub- 
ject. Again, a man may, with wet and 
ubuided lingx-rs, haul in a five Or six 
pouuder until the latter is within a dozen 
feet of the boat and then see the agile 
and glistening creature jump out of the 
water, throw the hook from his mouth 
and returu to the shades of private life. 
If a line that has a fisherman at one cud 
and a blucnsh at the other is not pulled 
hi rapidly enough to stay taut, the con- 
sequences just suggested are likely to en- 
sue, anil a vivid but exasperating exhibi- 
tion of n, bluefish's pluck and agility will 
be afforded. 
After all, though, nothing 


like a symmetrical aud complete estimate 
of the character of a bluefish can be 
reached without an Intimate knowledge 
of his piivate habits. 


In spite of the favor with which this 


beautiful and suited creature is gener- 
ally regarded, those who ha\ e had a good 
chance to study him tell awful tales of 
is ferocity. The pike aud shark enjoy 
rather undcshable reputations in this re- 
spect. 
But a rigid aud strictly judicial 


nvestigatiou of the facts warrants a sus- 
>icion that the blueiit.li outranks thorn 
>oth in sheer crueltj. Sharks are greedy 
md unprincipled enough, heaven knows, 
iut it can at least be suid in their behalf 
hat they eat what they kill and are not 
riven to slaughter out of pure "cussed- 
less." 
The bluefish, on the coutiary, 


slays just for the fun of the thing. When 
10 overtakes a school of menhaden, he 
attacks one after another in rapid suc- 
cession. 
Some of them he swallows 


ivholc. Others he merely lacerates. 
The 


!act that he had what is poetically called 


squaie meal only 15 minutes before 


puts no restraint on his murderous pro- 
jcnsities. Ho snaps at the nearest moss- 
jaukor, takei, a small morsel out of his 
unlortuiiate victim and leaves the man- 
gled remains flouting in the water for 
the s>ea gulls. 
The latter haunt the 


neighborhood of a band of marauding 
aluotibh on this account and thus give to 
the piucticed fisherman a fict- tip regard- 
ing the whereabouts of his piey. 


The gull is a side issue, though. The 


muiu question is the fibh and his extraor- 
dinary capacity. There Is a limit, to be 
hure, to the capacity of the bluelish's 
stomach. And when that organ is filled 
he can't well blow away anything more 
there. All the same, he goes on playing 
Herod with the innocents that come 
within his reach. The finding of rem- 
nants of menhaden and other small fish 
in the water n >ar a sdiool of bluolish has 
given rise to the notion that, after hav- 
ing oaten all he can accommodate, the 
lattei will disgorge, prppaiatory to fresh 
onslaughts. But consideiable doubt at- 
taches to the theory. ' It seems to be 
merely an inference from the 
debris 


found in the water near a school of blue- 
fish. No one repotts having witnessed 
the ejection of food from a fish's mouth. 


The number of bluofish taken off the 


Jersey and Long Island coasts during a 
single scasou has been put tip by n 
writer in The Pishing Gazette at 1.000, 
000 and he makes tljis only 1 per cent of 
the total number swarming in tho 
teis. He then expresses the opinion that 
no less than 2,500,000,000 pounds of 
menhaden are eaten by blucfiBh daily, or 
about 2Vj pounds to a blucfish. 
If those 


figures are even approximately couect. 
tho bluefish oats ftom a quarter to half 
his own weight in'the course of -4 hours 
It is impossible to find a parallel for this 
voracity among land canmoiu. 
More 


than a dozen mossbankers have been 
found in the stomach of a bluefibh. But 
on the theoiy that he only ate ten n day 
dining a season of ten days the whole 
billion bluefish on the coast would get 
away with on appalling number of men 
haden in a season of four months. Such 
a calculation emphasizes not only the do- 
structivcuess of the bltiefish, but also th? 
astonishing fecundity of his victims, 
which can endure that havoc without any 
apparent diminution. 


They do say, however, that the bine- 


fish will seek to avenge hirffsolr on his 
human enemy if the opportunity offers. 
Not only will he bite fiercely while bemg 
removed from a fishhook, but he will ••. 
tually attack a man in the water. If 
the following narrative had originate*: 
with a fisherman, one might be excused 
for entertaining misgiving* as to its 
truthfulness, but the narrator Is a sub- 
marine diver, and whoever knew a sub- 
marine diver to depart further than die 
George Washington frdm strict facts? So 
there is no discounting this story. Ontoe 
upon a time, says the diver, he was en- 
tirely submerged, and was engaged in ad' 
justing some - hoisting apparatus to c 
sunken* wreck. Along came tt big, blue- 
fish, ;hich, in a spirit of pure deviliiy 
snapped at tbe man's Bare hand. 
Its 


teeth came together like the jaws of a 
railway conductor's punch en a commut- 
er's ticket.' The dive* tiled to withdraw 
Jthe iinprigoned member, but in doing so 
mangled it sadly.- It -thus appears that a 
bluefish docs not confine his merciless at 
teutions to mossbnnker's and such ant 
has no reverence for'the gifted creature 
which 'stands at the-head-of tbe anima 
creation. A man cannot be too careful 
therefore, about controlling the condi 
tions under which he meets this blood 
thirsty denizen of the deep.—New Yor]

'Houndsditoh wag a foul ditch, 
the receptacle for sewage, and there was a 
similar ditch on the western side of the 
city. Sanitary science was unknown. The 
;iaving of the streets was in its infancy. 
Except with regard to a few of the princi- 
pal thoroughfares, eaoh inhabitant paved 
as much as ho liked before bis own door 
with the materials that hie pride, poverty 
or caprice might suggest. 


Tho streets were obstructed with stalls, 


sheds, signposts and projections of every 
kind. Curbstones were unknown, and 
only in a few thoroughfares woro tlio foot- 
paths divided from tbe carriageway with 
posts dud chains. This was tbe London ol 
Elizabeth, just SOO years ago—a, very dif- 
ferent city from that of today—u, London 
gradually becoming foul and pestilential, 
ultimately to be cleared and purified by 
tbe great plague, which carried oft a fifth 
of tbe inhabitants iu 1005, uud the great 
ilro of the following year, which Involved 
400 streets, 13,200 houses, 88 churches, St. 
Paul's cathedral and four oicy gutes.

Jowott's Idea of a University. 


In Jowott's first sormou in Balllol chap- 


el, hu spolto of tho college, "first, as » 
place of education; secondly, as a place o( 
society; thirdly, as a place of lollglun." 
He was accustomed to use very similar 
language about the university: "There 
aro two things which dlstinguiah a uni- 
versity from a mere scientific) institution. 
First of all, it is a sent of liberal educa- 
tion, und, secondly, it is a plucoof society." 
Both education and society ho conceived 
ol' nobly. He sought to impress upon eaoh 
gtuu'rntiou of undergraduates "the xm-

Buses, to succeed best, should bu plant- 


ed out in tho open, never under tlie ahudei 
ot trees or lu any plaou vvberei tho roots of 
trees can roach thorn to monopolize) any of 
their food. 
Roses are gross livers ami re- 


quire) u large amount! of good toud. Ao- 
aordlugly, they do better pluceel where 
nothing -will bavo a ohanco to encroach 
upon their rights. 


When ono has n chonoo to prepare a bexl 


lor them just us It should ho, thu hotter 
way is to removes tbe upper soil und dig 
out the subsoil to tlio depth of two fuut.
